Legumes vs. Fertilizers 
as Source of Nitrogen 


One Trial Will Convince You 
A & I 


C L E A N E R S

Seven crop and soil specialists 
were called upon to give a com­ 
parative evaluation of legumes 
and 
com m ercial fertilizers as 
sources 
of 
nitrogen 
for 
crop 
production. E xtracts from their 
comments given in CROPS AND 
SOILS indicate the complexity 
of the problem. 
Giaber of Wisconsin says that 
it is hard to foresee the aban­ 
donment of legumes in favor of 
total dependence on synthetic ni­ 
trogen and grass. Quick-acting 
nitrogen fertilizers have their 
place, but he doesn’t think it 
likely that they will replace leg­ 
umes, on which we have de­ 
pended so long and so much for 
feed and for fertility. 
Our imm ense nitrogen - Axing 
industry has 
taken 
over 
the 
prim ary function of legumes in 
grain rotations, i.e.. Axing nitro­ 
gen, according to Bray of Illi­ 
nois. He says that old-time leg­ 
ume rotations are on their way 
out. They were prim arily de­ 
signed to grow legumes, 
and 
the grains were Atted into tile 
legume 
program . 
But 
with 
grasses, the principal objective 
can be to grow the m aximum 
yield 
of 
grain 
as 
often 
as 
possible. 
As to the future of legumes, 
Willard of Ohio reminds us that 
on many soils, tap-rooted leg­ 
umes put part of their nitrogen 
and 
organic 
m atter 
into 
the 
subsoil, 
and 
wonders whether 
corn roots and nitrogen will keep 
the soil and subsoil in as good 
physical condition. 
It will be well, he says, for 
the fertilizer dealer to keep in 
mind that we can obtain nitro­ 
gen at home if we have the in­ 
centive to do so. And it m ay be 
well not to tear up too many 
good-farming system s in favor of 
one so completely at the mercy 
of price relationships. 
Andrews of Mississippi says 
that the use of legumes to sup­ 
ply nitrogen for another crop 
has 
almost disappeared 
from 
Mississippi farm s 
and 
is de­ 
creasing in the other southern

States, and there is little likeli­ 
hood that their use will reap­ 
pear so long as the cost Is no 
more favorable than at present. 
G rant of Iowa, whose guess 
is that we will come to a nitro- 
gen-grass agriculture, says that 
legumes other than 
soybeans, 
which are raised for grain, will 
disappear since we 
can 
pur­ 
chase artiflcially - Axed nitrogen 
now for less than 15 cents a 
pound, 
and he doubts 
if we 
can raise nitrogen for less than 
75 cents a pound. He doubts lf 
legumes have any place in a 
pasture. 
Aamodt of U.S.D.A. sum s up 
his position in saying that, in 
a well balanced cropping sys­ 
tem, the two forms of nitrogen 
should be complem ents to each 
other rather than com petitors. 
It would be difficult to evaluate 
the use of legumes without giv­ 
ing consideration to the grasses 
that are practically always grow­ 
ing in association with them , 
w h eth er e stab lish ed th ro u g h 
seeding, or as a result of n a­ 
tural infestation.
